February  19th  and  on 
Muhlenberg's  campus 
students,  faculty,  and  the 
dining  staff  embraced  and 
celebrated  the  day.  With 
several  exchange  students 
from  China  on  campus  this 
year,  the  campus  was  filled 
with  excitement  as  the  New 
Year  approached.  Dragon 
and  lion  dances  are 
common  during  the 
Chinese  New  Year  ~ it  is 
believed  that  the  loud  beats 
of  the  drum  and  the 
deafening  sounds  of  the 
cymbals  together  with  the 
face  of  the  Dragon  or  lion 
dancing  aggressively  can 
evict  bad  or  evil  spirits. 
Students  practiced  dancing 
in  the  dragon  days  prior  to 
the  event.  The  dining  hall 
was  filled  with  delicious 
Chinese  delicacies, 
including  homemade 
dumplings  made  by 
students  at  a dumpling 
workshop  earlier  in  the 
week. 
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John  I.  Williams,  Jr.,  an 
innovative  and  visionary 
leader  with  extensive 
experience  in  higher 
education,  has  been  selected 
to  be  the  twelfth  president  of 
Muhlenberg  College.

East  Hall  is  the  oldest  residence  hall  on 
campus  and  although  it  has  undergone  a few 
small  scale  repairs,  maintenance,  and 
renovations,  it  was  a less  desirable  dorm  for 
students.  The  completed  renovation  features 
a 13.000  square  foot  addition,  which 
accommodates  more  students,  provides 
handicapped  accessible  bedrooms  and 
bathrooms,  as  well  as  common  areas  for 
students  to  study  and  socialize,  kitchen  and 
dining  areas  for  informal  gatherings  and 
laundiy  facilities. 


Beginning  in  the  Fall  2015  Semester,  students 
will  have  the  opportunity  to  major  in  Public 
Health.  As  the  largest  minor  program  at 
Muhlenberg,  students  will  now  have  an 
opportunity  to  study  public  health  as  a major, 
in  addition  to  a minor.

wo  thousand  and  fourteen  marked 
several  changes/transitions  on 
Muhlenberg’s  campus.  On  August  8th, 
the  renovation  of  East  Hall, 
Muhlenberg’s  oldest  dormitory  was 
completed.  The  dorm  can  now 
accommodate  more  students  and  has 
upgraded  facilities. 

The  Curriculum  Committee  approved  the 
Public  Health  major  in  the  Fall  semester. 
Students  who  study  public  health  will  gain  an 
understanding  of  behavioral,  economic, 
historical,  political  and  social  determinants  of 
health  and  of  the  important  relationships  that 
statistics  and  science  have  on  the  design  of 
public  health  interventions.  “Students  at 
Muhlenberg  have  shown  great  interest  in 
learning  ways  to  impact  the  health  and  wellness 
of  communities  and  society  that  don’t  focus 
purely  on  medicine,”  said  Chrysan  Cronin, 
lecturer  of  biology  and  director  of  the  public 
health  program.  “Our  new  major  affords 
students  the  opportunity  to  draw  from  the  wide 
range  of  disciplines  at  the  College,  studying 
health  and  wellness  from  different  points  of 
view,  which  is  a key  strength  of  a liberal  arts 
education.” 

Also  in  the  Fall  semester,  the  College’s 
Board  of  Trustees,  with  the  help  of  a selection 
committee,  voted  unanimously  to  appoint  John  I, 
Williams,  Jr.  to  become  the  College’s  12th 
president.  Williams  has  an  extremely  qualified 
background  in  academia  as  well  as  business.  “I 
am  drawn  to  the  opportunity  to  lead 
Muhlenberg  first  by  my  deep  passion  for  the 
liberal  arts,  the  performing  arts,  pre-professional 
programs  and  the  power  of  transformational 
learning  more  broadly,”  Williams  wrote  in  his 


statement  to  the  search  committee. 


In  2014,  the 
Obama 

Administration 
launched  the 
It’s  On  Us 

campaign  as  an  effort  to 
end  sexual  assault  on 
college  campuses 
nationwide.  Muhlenberg 
students,  working  with  Lee 
Kolbe  the  Title  DC 
Coordinator  and  supported 
by  student  affairs,  the 
Feminist  Collective,  Hillel, 
PHAM  (Peer  Health 
Advocates  at  Muhlenberg), 
SASS  (Sexual  Assault 
Support  Service),  and 
Students  for  Reproductive 
Justice,  launched  the 
campaign  on  campus  to 
recruit  the  College 
community  to  stand  as 
advocates  in  eliminating 
sexual  assault.  The 
campaigTi  took  place  in  the 
Light  Lounge  where  visitors 
were  asked  to  sign  a 
physical  or  virtual  pledge 
from  ItsOnUs.org.  Statistics 
from  notalone.gov  indicate 
that  one  in  five  women  and 
one  in  sixteen  men  will 
experience  sexual  assault  in 
college.  The  students 
leading  the  campaign 
believe  that  having 
conversations  about  assault, 
which  admittedly  can  be 
difficult,  is  the  first  step  to 
ending  the  violence. 


This  pledge  is  a personal 
commitment  to  help  keep 
women  and  men  safe  from 
sexual  assault. 


It  is  a promise  not  to  be  a 
bystander  to  the  problem, 
but  to  be  a part  of  the 
solution. 
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’’Sexual  assault  is  an 
issue  that’s  not  often 
talked  about,  and  this 
campaign  creates 
conversations  that 
make  people  face  it,” 
says  Hannah  Busts  ’17. 
’’Talking  about  sexual 
assault  makes  people 
feel  collectively  more 
responsible,  and  that 
may  be  the  best  way  to 
end  it.  Muhlenberg  is  a 
caring  community, 
which  makes  it  even 
more  important  for  us 
all  to  take 

responsibility  for  each 
other.” 


”We  hope  that  this 
campaign  will 
encourage  students 
to  take  it  upon 
themselves  to 
intervene  in 
situations  where  they 
see  and  encounter 
risl^  behavior,”  says 
Hannah  Bobker  ’17. 
”We  want  our 
community  to  step 
up,  speak  out  and 
take  action  to  protect 
their  peers.”

end  Silence  Packing 
is  a nationally 

S recognized  traveling 
exhibition  of  1,100 
donated  backpacks, 
representing  the 
number  of  college 
students  lost  to 
suicide  each  year. 

The  program  is 
designed  to  raise 
awareness  about  the 
incidence  and  impact 
of  suicide,  connect 
students  to  needed  mental  health 
resources,  and  inspire  action  for  suicide 
prevention.  At  each  exhibit  of  Send 
Silence  Packing  1,100  backpacks  are 
displayed  in  a high-traffic  area  of  campus 
(like  the  campus  quad),  giving  a visual 
representation  of  the  scope  of  the 
problem  and  the  number  of  victims. 
Active  Minds  Inc.  has  collected  and 
continues  to  collect  backpacks  and 
personal  stories  in  memory  or  in  honor 
of  loved  ones  impacted  by  suicide.  By 
displaying  backpacks  with  personal 
stories.  Send  Silence  Packing  puts  a 
’’face”  to  lives  lost  to  suicide  and  carries 
the  message  that  preventing  suicide  is 
not  just  about  improving  statistics,  but 
also  about  saving  the  lives  of  daughters, 
sons,  brothers,  sisters  and  friends  across 
the  nation.The  Division  of  Student 
Affairs,  Counseling  Services,  Residential 
Services,  Disability  Services,  Student 
Activities,  and  Active  Minds  all 
sponsored  the  event. 
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Since  the  inaugural 
display  in  2008  on  the 
National  Mall  in 
Washington,  DC,  Send 
Silence  Packing  has 
traveled  to  more  than 
70  cities  in  states  across 
the  country.  Program 
evaluation  data  reveals 
that  individuals  leave 
the  display  wanting  to 
learn  more  about 
mental  health.

The  vast  majority  of  our 
officers  have  prior  law  enforcement 
experience  that  they  bring  to  our  campus 
community.  In  addition,  we  employ  four 
sworn  reserve  officers  that  have  the  same 
training  as  the  other  Officers  within  the 
department.  All  Officers  receive  on-going 
training  in  those  areas  that  require  quick 
and  appropriate  response.  In  addition,  we 
have  full-time  dispatchers  who  are  on  duty 
24  hours  each  day.  They  are  also  CPR,  1st 
Aid  and  AED  certified.  Each  semester,  we 
hire  a number  of  students  who  assist  in 


various  capacities  within  the  department  and 
on  campus.  We  also  oversee  the  student-run 
Emergency  Medical  Services  on  campus 
which  consists  of  over  forty  students.  They 
are  available  to  provide  almost  immediate 
medical  attention  while  in  direct  contact  with 
off-campus  emergency  responders. 
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After  forty-six  years  of  service  and 
commitment  to  his  students,  the 
Chemistry  Department,  and  the  College, 
Dr.  Shive  is  retiring  this  year.  We  will 
miss  Dr.  Shive’s  wisdom,  enthusiasm,  and 
genuine  care  for  his  students’  success.  He  has 
served  as  research  advisor  to  7 5 students  over  the 
last  25  years.  His  students  frequently  present  at 
Intercollegiate  Student  Chemists  meetings  and 
publish  student  results  in  the 


Microchemical  Journal.  His  recent  research  has 
involved  electrochemical  detection  of  comounds 
separated  by  TLC;  a kinetic  analysis  for  determini 
ALT  in  micro  samples  of  blood  so  that  our  blood 
supply  could  be  screened  for  hepatitis  prior  to 
collecting  blood  from  donors;  and  coupled 
chemilumenescent  analyses  of  biological  active 
analyses.  This  past  year  he  has  worked  with  his 
students  to  trap  fullerenes  in  micellular  cavities  so 
that  aqueous  chemistry  of  the  fullerenes  can  be 
studied.
